VATICAN CITY (Reuters)- 
The historic third session at the 
Vatican Ecumenical Council 
ended Saturday with Pope Paul 
VI promulgating major decrees 
on the nature of the Roman 
Catholic Church and on ways 
of nromoting Christian unity. 

The poo tin also acted an his 
own Initiative to proclaim the 
Virgin Mary ‘'mother of the 
Church'* at a session in St. 
Peter's Basilica attended by 
more than 2.000 prelates. 

A fourth session of the council 
I* expected to be held next year. 

WORK FOR UNITY 

One of the decrees. "De Eo 
rlesia" alms at (sitting the 
Roman Catholic Church, its 
structure, theology and thinking 
in a new light. 

rtie 30,000-word decree, the 
council's major doctrinal 
achievement, was seen as an 
attempt to steer the church 
away from excessively authori¬ 
tarian and Institutionalized con¬ 
cept* of its missions. 

The decree on ectuhenism 
maps out ways "by prayer, 
word and action" to work for 
unity among the world's MO.- 
000 000 Christians. 

PRINCIPAL CONCERNS 

The three-chapter decree, tot¬ 
alling about S.OOO words, says 
the restoration of unity among 
all Christians ia “one of the 
principal concerns of the second 
Vatican Council." 

The decree stresses the need 
for “continual reformation" in¬ 
side the church and says there 
can be no moves to Oirtstian 
unity “without a change of 
heart." 

The Pope proclaimed the 
Virgin Mary “Mother of the 
Church" in his address to the 
council's closing session. 
BEIAVD MOTHER 

The decree says the church 
honors Mary “with Allan affec¬ 
tion and piety as a most be¬ 
loved mother" Theologians 
agree the title "Mother of the 
Church" is implicit In the sub¬ 
stance of the text. 

The Pope announced in his 
dosing 40-mlnute address that 
the nest and fourth session of 
the two-year-old council would 
be the last.

A LONG and lovely (alt has brought compensation 
for an indifferent summer, and In the past few 
months the Island countryside has seldom looked 
more beautiful. 

Long after their normal time of departure, the 
leaves have been a colorful riot of i«da and golds 
clinging tenaciously to many of the local trees. The 
touches of overnight froei have been Just enough to 
put nature's paintbrush to work, but neither frost, 
nor the usual autumnal gales have been strong enough 
to send all the richly-toned decorations to nature’s 
floor. 

Some of the late spring starters such as the apple 
and the walnut trees can be seen in Victoria gardens 
still as green as they were In mid-summer. 

One good wind, of course, might sweep them all 
away, but the fall has lingered on to the delight of 
every countryman, and the stigma of a cool uncertain 
summer has been erased. 

A late fall presents Its p ro bl em s too, of course. 
Leaves dropping In trickles try the patience of the 
leaf-rakers who like to keep their gardens dean. The 
autumnal clean-up has been a king, though pleasant 
one for the gardener. 

. More serious, in this freak of nature, is the effect 
low rainfall is having on water supplies. The Sooke 
Lake reservoir which serves Victoria is near a record 
low and the water department says the danger level 
is near. 

Fortunately in this part of the world we are 
sooner or later assured that warm damp Pacific 
storms will come in and replenish the reservoir, and 
in this respect we are much better off than our neigh- 
bore in the United States where rainfall is never 
enough to supply domestic, indurtrial end agricultural 
needs, and where the main source of underground 
wells Is proving Inadequate to meet the demand. 

And water, when you don't hove it, is more 
valuable than all the oil and other natural resources 
put together; for water is the essence of life. 

No Great Loss 

r E PRESIDENT of Air Canada, Gordon R. 

McGregor, thinks that if Britain definitely 
decides to drop the Concord supersonic airliner devel¬ 
opment program undertaken In partnership with 
France, the abandonment likely will mean an end also 
to American efforts in this field The United Kingdom 
and France have been ahead in the race to put the 
first commercial aircraft capable of double the speed 
of aound on the market; the United States at enormous 
expense, likewise, has been driving toward offering 
the “mosteat" if it can provide the “harteaL" Mr. Mc¬ 
Gregor apparently thinks that without the competition 
for international prestige It might give up the costly 
attempt. 

If this is what happens, it seems hardly likely 
that the world will weep at being deprived of the 
proqpect of travelling, before the end of the decade, 
at 1,500 or 2,000 miles an hour. 

The reduction of flying time seemingly would not 
be entirely a boon. Offsetting the gain of a few hours 
for the passengers would be new hazards and addi¬ 
tional costs, whether the latter were reflected In fares 
or subridkzatkm by taxpayers. And, of course, the 
time occupied in Journeying from airport to town and 
vice versa would loom the more ridiculously and irri¬ 
tatingly long by comparison with the abbreviated 
aerial sojourning. 

It is this last point that lends extra weight to a 
view expressed by another Air Canada official, John 
T. Dyment, the chief engineer of the airline and presi¬ 
dent of the Society of Automotive Engineers, who 
spoke recently in Seattle. The only direction for the 
air Industry, Mr. Dyment said, is straight up—meaning 
that what it needs Is commercial transport planes of 
substantial range that can take off and descend for a 
landing vertically. 

We may not see for a long time yet, if Mr. 
McGregor is right In his expectation, airliners that 
rocket across the continent or the ocean in a couple of 
hours—between airports. But at least equally welcome 
to most travellers would be fast though subsonic 
planes that enabled airports to be located within a few 
minutes' ride of the pasaengers’ homes and destina¬ 
tions. 


The Maxim Holds 

G REAT BRITAIN is facing the motor traffic 
hazards that have been with Canada for a decade 
and more. It also Is now experiencing the problems 
that arise from a multiplicity of automobiles on the 
roads. And the approach of the Yuietide season has 
caused authorities to emphasize the maxim well known 
here; “If you drive, don't drink.” 

A campaign to this effect is being mounted with 
um of poster and film pictures that depict mutilated 
victims of car accidents and other dire exposures cal¬ 
culated to drive home the lesson. The idea is to shock 
motorists Into safety driving. 

Probably the need here for a drastic pictorial 
reminder of the baleful combination of alcohol and car 
driving has passed. Authorities on all levels have 
continuously stressed this aspect of the toll taken 
during the Christmas season when soda! amenity is 
at it* height. And this has had a worthwhile degree 
of salutary effect. 

But the need for caution still remains. Alcoholic 
conmimpfion is something to be eschewed or so watered 
down at parties that a motorist can sit with clarity 
at the wheel of his car. Especially is this the case 
during Christmas festivities, which have already 
begun, when the soda! round is tempting and invites 
overindulgence. 

It cannot be urged too often that if one drives one 
should not drink; and that a safe plan is to make the 
last stirrup-cup an innocuous beverage like tea or 
coffee. 

Many a heart will be saved from extreme sorrow 
if this wise policy is generally followed.

Bitter Jealousy of Ex-Chancellor Jeopardizes His Otcn Party 

De Gaulle Feeds Adenauer’s Hatred of Erhard

When West Germany's fat. 
•Igar-smoking. «7-year-old Chan¬ 
cellor Ludwig Erhard recently 
moved into his new SbOO ooo villa 
In the garden of the Bonn chan¬ 
cellery, he remarked sadly: T 
wonder if I shall Hve here long " 
As his party, the conservative 
Christian Democratic Union 
ICDUI ia tearing itself by pub¬ 
licly-taught vtalant feuds, jeal¬ 
ousies. Intrigues, and bitter per¬ 
sonal hatreds, Erhard’s unhap¬ 
piness la fully Justified.

Only a few miles away in the 
pleasant village °t Rhoendori on 
the other side of the Rhine, ex- 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
lives In N* large private house 
on a hillside. 

Although he will be 99 in *wt 
over a month, he baa no diffi¬ 
culty in climbing the 54 steep 
garden steps leading from the 
road to Ms house. He also fights 
publicly against hii successor 
Ludwig Erhard, whom he has 
hated for years, with immense 
personal viciousness. 


• * * 
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Officially, the tremendous 
West German political crisis 
concerns the question: If West 
Germany must choose between 
Paris and Washington, what 
stnuld the choice be? 

French President Charles de 
Gaulle tries to advance his own 
immense personal ambition of 
leading Europe away from 
America by deliberately forcing 
this choice on the Wat German 
government. 

But behind this question are 
the personal ambitions, conflicts, 
hatreds and jealousies inside 
West Germany's governing 
party, the CDU, created after 
the war by Konrad Adenauer, 
and Ludwig Erhard wax one of 
its founding father*. 

Aa "Christian" has always had 
a political meaning in Germany, 
the Christian Democratic Union 
is a party uniting Roman Catho¬ 
lics and Protestants, with a 
balance of these creeds main¬ 
tained in its leadership. It has 
governed Wat Germany with¬ 
out interruption ever since the 
Federal Republic of Germany 
waa created in 1949. 


Konrad Adenauer is a fervent. 
Roman Catholic and father of a' 
Roman Catholic priest Ludwig 
Erhard, creator of West Ger-j 
many's "economic miracle," is 
a ProtcstanT.

Gain a Husband—Lose a Job

BOMBAY (CP) — Some 10,- 
000 working girls in Bombay 
have been told that the moment 
they acquire husbands they will 
be fired. 

The gtris are employed In a 
score of drug factories owned 
by Indian as well as British 
and American interests. They 
mostly work as packers, check¬ 
ers and ampoulc-lillers and 
earn between $30 lo $50 a 
month. 

The employers say married 
girls lose their efficiency. They 
alio speak of the problem of 
"divided loyalties" — meaning 
that a married girl is more in¬ 
terested in her home than in 
her job. 


The Pharmaceutical Workeri" 
Federation says the employers 
are prejudiced against married 
girls because they have to pay 
them maternity benefits. The 
federation has described the 
"anti - marriage” employment 
clause as “cruel, obnoxious and 
feudal." 

The Evening News. Bombay’s 
leading daily, described the em¬ 
ployer*’ argument as "anachro¬ 
nistic" and *aid it was “un¬ 
thinkable" that women should 
be discriminated against In a 
progressive and westernized 
city like Bombay, 
i The Pharmaceutical Worker*’ 
Federation, which has a state¬ 
wide membership of 15.000, haa 
threatened a passive resistance 
movement if the government 


does not force the drug fac¬ 
tories to scrap the anU-mar- 
riage employment clause. Bom¬ 
bay trade unions have promised 
full backing. 

The Alt India Women’s Con¬ 
ference and the Graduate Wom- 
rn i Association have also cri¬ 
ticized the employers' action. 

Federation aaurcea say hun¬ 
dreds of girls have had to post¬ 
pone their weddings because of 
the fear of toeing their jobs. 

Twelve girls were dismissed 
when it was found out that they 
had got married secretly.

Erhard took over Adenauer s 
last foreign minister, the dark¬ 
haired, handsome Dr. Gerhard 
Schroeder, a Protestant. Both 


Erhard and Schroeder are pro 
American and pro-Briti.nh. Un¬ 
der them. Bunn's relations with 
Washington and London im¬ 
proved enormously much to lie 
Gaulle's anger. 

De Gaulle has used Aden¬ 
auer's senile vanity and hurt 
pride for his own ends. He haa 
encouraged Adenauer to become 
the leader of a right-wing "Gaul- 
Ust" faction in the CDU, which 
publicly fights the “Anglo-Am¬ 
ericans" or "Atlandcians’* led 
by Erhard and Schroeder.

When the eyes are not 
In their normal position two greatly different Images are presented . . . 
one from each eye. This is very confusing to the brain and the person 
will see double for a time and then one image will be ignored, and onlv 
one eye is used in seeing. 

The result is a lowering of vision in the unused eve. Tins condition is 
particularly serious in childhood because if one eye goes unused for e'en 
a short time, then there will be little or no vision in that eye later in life. 

Squint can very often be overcome with glasses or visual trailing or both, 
but sometimes an operation -Is required to straighten the eye. 

It is advisable to have your eyes examined at least every two years.

Garden Notes 
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Beauty Must Go 


By >1. V. < HE 8 .NLT, ETEHS 

<|—The foliage on my peonies ha* 
turned a beautiful color tius fall. 
Must I rut this back? 

A. Yes. peony stems should be 
cut back every fall to a point jusi 
below the soil surface. There it • lot 
of peony disease around -an infection 
that attacks the flower buds and 
causes them to dry up and fall off 
without producing blooms. The spores 
of this disease spend the winter on 
the old stems near ground level, and 
the removal of this old topgrowth in 
the fall is the best way to prevent or 
control this trouble Thp tops should 
be burnt 


-Heavenly Bamboo has been 
recommended to me as a good and 
attractive shrub for my garden. Can 
you tell me something about it and 
what conditions it needs? 

A.--This not a true bamboo, nor is 
It related to the bamboo. Bamboo is 
actually a giant grass, while your 
proposed shrub is a member of the 
barberry family Botanically it is 
Nandina domestic*, a native of Japan 
It is evergreen and slow growing. 


with bamboo-like foliage that takes 
on brilliant coloring In the fall, and ii 
bears creamy white or very light pink 
floweis followed by scarlet beiries. 

Nandina should have some pro¬ 
tection from blustery wind, and will 
do well in either partial shade or full 
sun The soil should be a btt on the 
moist side and slightly acid. 


<L Some years ago I received a 
dogwood tree as a gift but it (bd not 
bloom. Four years ago I replaced it 
with another, but this one loo has 
shown no sign of flowering What 
can I do to get It to bloom" 

A. — Dogwoods are notoriously 
slow in coming into bloom, but if 
your tree is in good health, it is quite 
sure to bear blossoms in its own good 
time. The blossom buds are visible in 
the fall, so you should be able to see 
now whether there is any prospect 
of blossoms next spring. If no buds 
can be detected, I would suggest you 
give your tree a dressing of. super¬ 
phosphate next siting, about one 
cupful per square yard raked lightly 
into the rooting area This MAY help 


to produce buds next fall for bloom 
ing In the spring of 1966. 

Q.—My ostrich fern started Into 
growth beautifully this spring, but In 
the midsummer the tipa and ends of 
the fronds turned brown. New fronds 
this fsll have an unnatural dark 
brown color. The plant is In a north- 
facing window 

A.—The browning tips of the 
Bonds were probably caused by 
overly-dry soil, as this fern likes quite 
a bit of moisture in summer. The 
later fronds which are dark brown In 
color are the fertile fronds and this is 
their natural color They last quite 
a bit longer than the larger, sterile 
frond*.

R|. How can I get more plants 
from my Spider plant? 

A,—The Chiorophytum or Spider 
plant puts out pendant string-Uke run¬ 
ners, each with a baby plantlet at its 
end. Such plantlet can be pegged 
down on the surface of a pot of 
sandy loam while still attached to the 
parent plant. Once it is well-rooted 
and growing, it can be cut free from 
its mother and allowed to grow on 
its own.

shawls in a few of the sleigh boxes, 
and lanky Indian hounds wandered 
in and out among the horses , 
looking , as always , for food. 

The reason for all this stir was Opera¬ 
tion Muskrat. The Indians never refer to 
muskrats by any other name than •'rats'* 
and the trapping season for rats was 
starting next Monday. March 15. The In¬ 
dians were, therefore, in at the Agency 
office getting their grubstakes and last 
instructions before pulling out for the big 
trapping lease. 

A number of the i;>d.ans in thi* agency in 
Northern Saskatchewan were trapper*, and 
even those who did farming would go out for 
a few week* in the early Spring to do some 
trapping, tt waa natural for them to trap, and 
they liked it Some who were only going to do 
a little trapping would trap around the Re¬ 
serve or in nearby places they knew, but the 
greater part of the trapping for two of the 
Reserve* in the Agency was done on the big 
trapping lease 

This lease was an area of 135.000 acre*, 
nearly six township* of land on the Sasakctie- 
uan side of the Fourth Meridian leased by the 
Indian department from the provincial govern¬ 
ment for the benefit of the Indians on the 
nearby Reserve*. 

For several years the Indian* went up. when 
the season was open for trapping, and trapped 
a* they had been used to doing In the past, but 
owing to the dry year* and almost nor-e Ms- 
tenee of beaver to raise and control water 
level*, there was very little water left in the 
area for the muskrats, and trapping waa poor. 

The Indian department, therefore, derided 
to find out what possibilities there were for de¬ 
veloping the area as a fur project, and a survey 
was made 

The survey disclosed that at one time the 
whole area had been an almost continuous net¬ 
work of small lakes and heaver dams, and It 
was evident that at some time in the past most 
of the surface had been under water, but now 
all the beaver dam* were dried up and only 
the larger lakes had any water lefi in them. 

Bush fires and lumbering had. in year* past, 
destroyed the timber, but second growth of 
poplar, spruce and Jackpine now covered the 
land, so there wa* again food for beaver. 

If beaver could be transplanted from other 
peit* of the country where they were domg 
ilamage by building dams and hooding farm¬ 
lands. and could be made to settle. It waa 
thought that, in the course of time, the beaver, 
by raising and maintaining water level*, would 
help bring the area back to what it had once 
been. Hie muskrats would follow the beaver 
when the lakes and dams were again filled 
w itH water. 

First, a census had to be taken after fr ee ae 
up whiti one could get around on the frozen 
ground. The whole area was divided Into mx 
zones and mapped Six Indian* were appoint¬ 
ed, one Indian for- each zone. They were in¬ 
structed to count the beaver lodges and musk¬ 
rat houses and pushups, and to locate and name . 
the various lakes and sloughs where braver 
and muskrats were found In addition to their 
census work ihelr duties consisted of mark¬ 
ing ire** on the boundary line* and prating 
up hundreds of notices, printed on heavy wax 
paper and supplied by the Indian department, 
stating that trapping within the area wa* tor 
Indians only and trespassers would be prose¬ 
cuted. 

The result of the cemus was disappointing. 
Only eleven beaver lodges and fifty mu ski at 
houses and pushups in the whole are*. This 
indicated ■ imputation of perhaps 22 beaver 
and 500 muskrats. 

The next step was to transplant beaver. 

! he ire Harper, one of die most Intelligent In¬ 
dians in the agency, and a fine looking man ki 
his 50s. was sent to Ontario to learn the live 
trapping of beaver. He was away for about 
two months, ami. when he returned, taught 
some of the other Indians to work with him 
under his .supervision Specially constructed

traps for live trapping of beaver were import¬ 
ed from the United Stales by the government. 
These traps looked like giant clamshells, and 
were made of heavy steel wire and coil sprinks. 
They were about three feet long and two and 
one half feet w*de, and constructed so that 
they could snap shut without injuring the be* 
beaver made the trap. 

The live trapping and transplanting of bea¬ 
ver to suitable locations waa done during 
August, so that the little animal* would have 
tame to get their home# ready for winter.

The beaver are peculiar in that they work 
together in communities practically as one. 
If the stream on which they have located is 
not deep enough, or If the abater does not cover 
enough land for all of them, the colony wrlll 
unite and build an ingenious dam of wood, 
stones and mud across a stream or creek. In 
the pond or lake thu* created, each family ha* 
Its own home These home* are railed lodge* 
and are cone-shaped and between four and Bve 
feet high. 

The Indiana took a great interest In the 
project and patrolled It frequently to keep off 
poachers and voluntarily refrained from trap¬ 
ping for three years 

In December rath year the census wa* 
taken and it indicated a slow, steady increase 
in both braver and muskrats. 

After the census waa taken in December, a 
quota wa* set. based rm the census, a* to how 
many muskrat* could aafelv be trapped the 
following spring without depleting the musk- 
iat population 

After three years it wa* deemed advisable 
to do some trapping, and twelve hundred musk¬ 
rats were trapped by the Indiana, but, of 
course, no beaver yet. 

In the next three years, di|e to heavy snow 
and rain, making ideal water conditions, and 
the success of the beavers In controlling run¬ 
off* with their dam*, the population of both 
muskrat* and beaver had increased ao rapidly 
that a quota of 30.000 muskrats waa permitted 
to be happed Over a hundred heaver lodges 
were now counted and the area waa fast get¬ 
ting back to it* original condition. 

One lake, known a* lake 14. one mile long 
and half a mile wide which had been dry tor 
year*, now had 220 muskrat house*, indicating 
a {M>pulatinn of flteen hundred rats. The rea¬ 
son was that the outlet stream had two large 
beaver dam* one hundred yards apart. Blarit-

foot Creek, which drained Black foot Lake Into 
MinisUkwmn Lake, had eight largo, beaver 
dams, an average of moie than two to the 
mile. 

When the trapping started, one hundred In¬ 
dian trapper* were nominated by the Indian 
bands. These were divided Into group* of 
ten. and one Indian In rwch group was chosen 
by the group to bo head trapper. In addition, 
there were three Indian supervisors, who 
supervised all the group*, and. of course, the 
whole project was supervised by I he Indian 
Agent and hi* ataff and the Fur Supervisor 
from Ottawa. % 

Each Indian waa permitted to trap 200 
muskrats and was paid one dollar per skin as 
wages for trapping. The Indian supervisors 
were, of course, also paid good wage*. 

A series Of meeting* waa held with the In¬ 
dians by the agent superintendent Each trap¬ 
per waa given a grubstake, and. after final 
instructions as to the exact locution allotted 
to the variou* groups, and the date trapping 
was to start, the Indian* left with their 
families, ten** and provision* for the happy 
hunting ground. 

A number of the Indiana, especially the wo¬ 
men and children, were pale and thin after 
fhe hard winter, but we, at the arency. knew 
that when they came bark from their five or 
six week* trapping. living out-of-doors and 
rating, yea, gorging on muskrat*, they would 
be brown and fat and look 100 per cent better. 
The Indians consider muskrat* very good eat¬ 
ing and even the fur supervisor from Ottawa 
said when properly cooked they were quite 
tastv. 

There were periodical inspection* made by 
the Indian agent-superintendent As the trip 
had to be made by team and over rough reads, 
it generally took several dava. The men had to 
go well prepared with sleeoing bog* or bed¬ 
roll and plenty of food. All the ram ns had to 
be visited and the rranpent seen in the ramps 
where they were working. 

The muskrat* were skinned and the skins 
dried on carefully made stretchers In the tent# 
or outside, if the wwather permitted’ Thi* work 
wa* done by both men and women 

A email log r*Mn. belonging to the project 
and centrallv located at the head of a lake, 
was generally used a* headquarter* for the 
fur supervisor and Indian agent, but sometimes 
"the night had to be apent in one of the trap¬ 
per’s tents. Meal* had to be rooked over the 
campfire or on the small stove in the tent, but. 
in spite of the edd and complete lack of any 
comfort*, even the white men generally came 
home looking better for the outdoor Mfe, 
though they didn't eat muskrat*. 

Every week an Indian freighter would aol- 
leet the rat skins from the various camp* and 
bring them in gunny sacks down to the ration 
houKe at the agency. 

In the ration house the skin* were sorted, 
pteased and haled, one thousand skin* to a 
hate Facto bale was about two and one half 
feet npuare. not a very big parcel, but at the 
hieh price for muskrat skins, worth between 
12.000 and $3,000. 

After all expenses had been paid for trap- 
ping, supervising, patrolling and so on. the 
be'*nee wa* divided equal!v between all tin* 
Indian families on the two Reserves, whether 
trappers or not Thi* payment was made at 
Treaty time and wa* quite a large sum, about 
*20.000 In 1947, which wa* a great help to tha 
Indiana. 

It always s eemed to it* at the agency that 
the bright March days, when trapping started, 
with all its stir and bustle, ended the long 
winter and spring, with It* promise and hope, 
was really juat around the corner. 
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When the Drummonds Took 
the Mayne Island Lodge

THEY BOUGHT 
A LITTLE BIT 
OF HISTORY 


Buving a lodge because It looked "un¬ 
loved” is an unusual reason; but then, A1 
and J am Drummond are an unusual 
couple. Though only in their thirties, they 
have a strong aease of history and love 
and reverence for old things. 

They got a modicum of both with their 
purchase on Mayne Island. This lovely, four 
by mx mile Gulf Island has an interesting 
history and stall rela.ns a flavor of the old 
clays'-though unfortunately, this k disappear¬ 
ing. It was named for Commander Mayne of 
HMS Plumper, who fcpcnt four years In 
Bcilisli Columbia water* in the 1860s and 
wtote a book about it. Like the other islands 
in the Gulf group, tt *> an outpost of rugged 
tiwlivklualirtm. but it is being caught up In 
tfie new vogue tor subdivisions and an influx 
of new settler* who want to get away from it 
all. hut end up bringing “it" with them. 

So it is. perhaps a good thing that people 
like the Drummonds are there to stir up the 
mnrwniei of the oldest InnaOitanto- there are 
some In their niiiet.es ;.iwt collect and pre- 
„ N ve what they can in old reeoid*. photo 
graphs, and household objects of earlier days. 

The -lodge they took o\er for this “Just 
cause' is the oldest hostelry in these parts, 
having b>t n suited about 1*'3 and in con¬ 
tinuous* «ijM*ration since. Tiie first building was 
erected b\ a man named Collision, but there 
have been several other owner*. A Mm. Naylor 
a.ld.“d an addition in the 1920s and ran It many 
year* as the Grandview Lodge. It was after 
her death that it came on the market and into 
the hands of Al and Joan 

*" Joan changed the name to Springwater in 
honor ot her birthplace i« Saskatchewan, but 
n |\ appropriate as they If Ur have a bubbling 
spring of their own Tiny liavc a grand view, 
too. fm the lodge perches on the rim of 
Mmeiw Hay and looks a< to Galiano with 
« ting-.le view of the varied water traffic 
tin mtgh Active Pa.-**. 

Miner's Hay dates hack to the days of the 
ftnhoi Gold Rush It was a rallying point 
tor gold s«s*kers who would row over from 
Vincouiei Island or other i-!and*> and wait to 
p„k up passage on the little steamers which 
Is-at up Active Pass, across the gulf and into 
the Fraser River. 

It is .-aid that these men beguiled their 
waiting time by planting |>otatoes as an in¬ 
surance against hunget the following winter 
if they should return unsuccessful from the 
g<»kj fields. Whether or not this Is fact the 
Japanese market gardens which flourished 
here until the Second World War attested to 
the fertility of the soil. 

There m also a story that the first apple 
trees to bear in British Columbia grew on 
Mayne Island, planted there by a Captain 
Simfe-on who brought the needs from England. 

Wlten the Drummomk, came to the Lodg# 
pearly four years ago they found it jam- 
|Mck>sl with old furniture and some genuine 
aertques. Tliey decided to use as many of 
th«>e things a.-> possible and retain the old- 
time atnve-phere. Of course they had to install 
M>m*“ amenities, though AI seems faintly 
,«(»ok»geUc regarding the modern oil furnace. 
H it lew present day guet-i- would care to en- 
rlurv icy draughts for the sake of authenticity, 
ami as the lodge is open all year round, a 
g.iod heating system is imperative. AJ looks 
askance at the Tv set in the big lounge. 

The oldest part of the lodge is used for 
t!ie private apartments of the family, whirtl 
ira;lu<tos two children. Guests are housed, fed, 
ai“d entertained in the ad-1- 1 ions. 

The long lounge is a showcase for the days 
Mi si w,*ie In fact it oould double as a museum 
#i:d J-kiii sometime* wNhe* it did. So many 
n.-wc»*ni«*i>. and visitors to the island come to 
•„-e h.*i e»»lleetion that it would save time and 
stn-w it die had spec-ai hours of admittance.

The hanging lamps which once burned oil 
are unobtrusively fitted with electric bulbs. A 
sturdy grand piano known to have arrived 
via Cape Horn, but which atill has a sweet 
tone, acts as a room divider, and also as a 
repository for a couple of old cheese dishes, 
a big tureen, and lome smaller items. 

A wide moulding running around the 
walls about half way to the ceiling is hardy 
for displaying old plates, cups, vases, bottle*, 
and other decorative*^.piece*. An oak sideboard 
holds more dishes and some pretty china water 
pitchers no longer needed In the bedroom* 
since ablutions are performed in modern bath- 
rpoms. 

Of course there is a spinning wheel, a 
churn, clocks in abundance, lamps, some 
Indian artifacts the list is endless. 

"There's a loom and a lot of oiher old 
furniture I haven't found a place for stored 
In the attic,” Joan ways. 

Of course not all of these things came 
with the property. Knowing her interest in old 
things, many of them have been given hei by 
relatives and friends. 

As a polite way of saying ‘musn'i touch” 
Joan has a little verse framed and placer! in 


a prominent position. It was composed by a 
colorful, longtime island resident, Scotty 
Neill and goes as follows: 

"When I see my small collection. 

It sure fills me with Joy. 

So many friends have helped me 
It has made a friendly tie. 

All placed in salety round this room. 
Please lokk but do not touch. 

To me they bring sweet memories 
And I love them very much." 

"It works, too,” say* Joan. 

But even more exciting than these nostalgic 
reminders of earlier times, are the books and 
old photographs not all found in the lodge - 
which are Al's pride and Joy. He thinks tha 
original builder. Collison. was an English 
achool master before he came to Canada. At 
any rate he left behind two beautifully 
executed text books both text and decoration 
hand-done — one on arithmetic, the other 
grammar. As these are not student works but 
appeared to have been prepared for teaching 
put poses and have the name “Marier Cblltaon'* 
on the covers, AJ Is probably right. 

A fascinating scrap book pertinent to the 
1880* invites perusal. This was the era of the 
building of the transcontinental railway. One 
of the items, probably clipped from Th# 
Colonist, describes the capture of a "Sas- 
quatch” by the crew of a work' train, This 
creature was not positively Identified as either 
man or beast. It was hairy, but only some 
four feet and a few inches In height -definitely 
not a monster. It was apparently quite docile 
and easy to train. The report stated that it 
resembled moot a member of the ape family, 
but as no monkey was indigenous to British 
Columbia and there was no record of any 
being Imported, it was difficult to place It. 

Another old book contained health hints. 
One of these was to the effect that eating 
celery was as efficacious as vaccination h» 
warding off smallpox! 

While Al was excavating under the house 
for the new furnace room in one day he 
turned up an Indian tool which looked aa If 
it had been carved from jade, some human 
bones, and a written notice of a bee for build¬ 
ing the community hall, which would be 
around 60 years ago.

this beast. The inference being 

that I don't like porcupine*. B ell I don't particularly care for gophers, woodchucks or rat m either, all rodents, 
arul therefore more or less related to his quilUhip. But l don't twtively dislike them as t do the porcupine . 

B riiers of nature stories and hunting yams when mentioning the porky almost invariably depict him 
as a harmless, if lazy and dull-witted, denisen of the forest who is to be at least tolerated if not held in some 


esteem. 


For my money he is the supreme 
undesirable of the gnawing tribe, even 
the bushy-tailed pack-rat, nuisance as he 
is, is a gentleman compared with porky- 
hawg. I can’t see anything attractive in 
or about this filthy, arrogant, bristly, 
brainless brute. 

Forty years ago I moved to the upper 
North Thompson River area and lived 
there until recently. About 25 years ago 
the porcupine began to die off. They dis¬ 
appeared rapidly and so completely that 
within a year it was seldom that I saw 
one or even a track in the snow. For 10 
years I never saw a porcupine, but a few 
years ago, not long before I left that 
locality, a lone poivupine crawled up on 
my front porch. Since then I hear that 
an occasional porky is seen here and 
there, so maybe they are 1 coming oack,” 
worse luck, and bad cess to ’em. 


On the east side of the creek there were 
few elides. lightning seldom strike* there and 
the bills slope more gendy to the creek. 

Through • few miles of ‘meadows’* the 
creek flows comparatively riowly between 
high banks. My third cabin—third from home 
on the Thompson—was about midway on this 
stretch. The longues” of timber between the 
slides extend out to the creek and the cabin 
was in one of these strips of timber. I dropped 
s spruce across the creek opposite the cabin 
for a foot log rroasing, snra a creek la hard 
to crass in high wafer. 


nearest balsam Sr. This was porkyhaw'jda 
winter grub supply. Already he had iruu|y 
of the upper limb* peeled; by the time the 
elides were green again It would have bee* 
Just another 'porcupine tree," Ha dead whit* 
branches marking the site of another porcu¬ 
pine's den. 

Now here was a first class opportunity for 
Mr. Wolverine to remonstrate that blind 
ferocity which I had read so much shout and 
never seen. Would he venture to Hollow the 
porky Into the cabin? 


New Trails 


Wise Hunter 


As the newspapers say, 20 year* ago, 30 
. years ago any time before the blight hit 'em 
- porcupines were thick in that country. Along 
the Canadian National Railway, which parallels 
the North Thompson, It was an exceptional 
mile that didn’t show a carcass where a porky 
had met something that his quills couldn't 
atop. Tin* maintenance of way crews had to 
maintain a sharp lookout, especially on curves; 
a porky could, and sometimes did, derail a gas 
car. They were always, especially during the 
summer months, chewing and licking at the 
tie* or waddling between the rails, as cocky 
and important as only a porky can be. Salt 
from the wasuw dumped from the dining cars, 
and other rubbish, was the attraction. 


The next summer after putting in this 
ciowing there were well-defined trails from 
the timber at the edge of the meadow on the 
east ade of the creek, converging to my log 
bke spokes to a hub. finupna crewsing to 
the slide!* on the west side! 

A porky ran swim If he has to. I know 
b<-cause I caught one on the shores of a Min¬ 
nesota lake just to see if he could. I was 
guiding sports —- we didn't call 'em dudes 50 
\<-ana ago bass and muskie fishermen, and 
1 spotted this porky In a small tree. We shook 
him down, tied a string to him and made 
him swim behind the boat. Swam better than 
I could, but he didn't Hke it. Doesn't hke to 
do anything buf eat, or chew up and destroy 
something. 

We were using steel boats with rock-maple 
seats. The sports wanted to take porky back 
to the resort hotel to show him to their women 
folks so we tied him to the centre seat after 
his swim. That porky struck so hard with his 
tail that the quills stuck In the maple seat— 
and few woods are harder. 


Snow-House

Not only along the railroad were they 
numerous. Twenty or 40 miles back m the 
hills there were Just as many. On the open 
slides where green first .diows in the spring 
they congregated, nibbling at the Indian pota¬ 
toes or false Solomon's Seal or almost any¬ 
thing green. Later, with the leafing out of 
willow ami buckbrush and the plentiful 
summer growth of vegetation they scattered 
and singled out a* usual. 

On my trnpline on Cariboo Creek, Thomp¬ 
son tributary, the slides are all on the west 
sale of the creek. The*e timber denuded strips 
of varying width running from the creek to 
the summit of the western divide, a mile to a 
mile and a half m length and as steep as the. 
roof of a pioneer's house. Between the slides 
fc> the usual stand of aprucc and balsam fir 
timber where snow can't slide much. These 
bore areas were probably begun by lightning 
fires and then kept free of growth by *now 
avalanches. 


One winter I didn’t get up to the third 
cabin until some time in January. I had been 
trapping from the first and second cabins the 
first part of the winter. Snow was six or 
-even f»>et deep and the Hi tic cabin looked 
like a big. nicely rounded mushroom, anow al¬ 
most to the ground from the overhanging 
roof at the door-end of the rahin. 

As I came toward the cabin from the 
creek crossing | struck a wolverine track 
going the same way. About 50 feet from the 
cabin the wolverine came into a hard beaten 
porcupine trail and followed it to the cabin. 
The porky had dug a hole under the bottom 
log of the floorless cabin and taken posses¬ 
sion. I lift trail ran from the cabin to the 


Not he! He turned aff Into the spruce 
without doing more, M appeared, than sniff 
at the hole. If he could catch the quilly one 
coming down his tree he’d run up the opposite 
s*de and dive into the quill leas “soft under¬ 
belly” bke nobody's bumnees. But run into 
porky's rear an a hole? Aa toe Chinook Jar¬ 
gon has it Delast Halo! Meaning, must cer¬ 
tainly not. 

I gut the hatchet out of toe pack and began 
to peck a hole through the combed-over snow 
curtain rqipoeile the door. The cabin faced 
south. upMieam, the way the wind and most 
storms came from, with the door m the east 
or cree k side. Hie cabin had an overhang roof 
on the floor end, projecting several feet past 
the wall log*. Snnr, mostly wet and sticky, 
blown from the south, gradually •'combed- 
over” from the roof until, if it snowed enough. 
It met the snow piling up from the ground, 
alt round the rahin except the south side. 
Sometimes, If I wasn't wing the cabin and 
keeping it at least part ally shoveled out. in 
late winter it would be completely covered, the 
mushroom turned Into a mound. 

I always left a shovel axe and cross-cut 
saw in these cabins and as soon as I had a 
hole through the mew wall big enough to 
crawl through I opened the door to get ihe 
shovel. But I forgot about the shovel, tempo¬ 
rarily.

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I have often read, as who hasn't, of the 
complete devastation and woeful wanton 
waste baffling description, wreaked by the 
wngefu! wolverine on the luck Jews trapper who 
has the misfortune to have this superior 
animal-demon find his tranhne All I can say 
is I have always had a few of throe on my 
line, have caught mayle 20, never had one 
enter a cabin or pull any more elaborate stunt 
that take a marten from a trap or pack cari¬ 
boo meat away from a cache. I suggesl that 
sometimes at least throe writers hnd their 
pens crowed ft was porky and his tricks 
they were thinking about 

Anyway when I looked into the cabin and 
saw what kind of housekeeping poiky had 
been doing I could have wished a wolverine 
had got In. He would have cleaned up on 
porky anyhow, saving me that much and the 
mi's* couldn't have been worse 

The stove was an the right side, table on 
the left, below die one wimtow. bunk on the far 
side against the wall, j had two or three 
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shelves to hold covered ana. glass fruit jars, 
“aealer*.” mouar proof containers for rice, 
dried fruit, tea and coffee, etc. Dishes 1 had 
left on the table wteh stew pots and frying 
pan hanging on nails behind the atovr. 

They were not there now. Even a 50 pound 
laid tin I uaed to keep flour, bacon and such in 
was on the ground with the lid off. 1 had 
left a 12 pound Hudson’* Bay blanket and a 
double blanket-Aeet on the bunk. Nothing 
there now but the fir bough* and not many 
of them. 

Frozen Dump 

There was a mound in the centre of the 
cabin almost as high as the table. Dirt dug 
up from the floor, porcupine droppings, rags 
and tags of blanket, a plate, fork oi spoon 
showing here and there and the whole business 
frozen as hard as a couple of months of tem¬ 
peratures ranging down to 40 below couki 
make it. 

It was small ahtwfariion to poke porky out 
from under the bunk and execute him. I put a 
good fire in the »tove and beat it for the sec¬ 
ond cabin, arriving back there long after dark. 
Bred, hungry and pofcupme-allergic. 

Next day I came back with bedding and 
grub I had to keep a fir* going for three 
day* and three nights before 1 had thawed 
out. and shoveled out, the last of the porcu¬ 
pine* pride. After that I had to sand scour 
all the dishes, heat water and wash them, 
scrub table, bunk, ahelve* and walls, also cut 
frreti. icy boughs and dry them out round the 
stove before putting them on the bunk *o I 
could stretch out for the first real sleep I'd 
had since the house clean mg started. It was 
a week before the cabm dried out and even 
then It didn't amell tike any roae l ever sniffed 

Porkies? Sure I can get along without 'em 
Easy. 

In July of the next summer. Etktie. the 
elder of my sons, and 1 arrived at this cabin 
on our w av to the head of the creek on a pros¬ 
pecting trip. We had ootne up on the cabin 
side of the creek and had seen a cariboo feed¬ 
ing across the creek nearly oppoMte the cabin. 
Bssng prospectors we were allowed to kill game 
for our own use at any time. We dropped our 
packs jiwt short of the cabm and slipped down 
and crossed the foot-log. 

Came in Sifihi 

Eddie was about 14 and. of course, keen on 
hunting. There were a few spruce along the 
Creek and we got one of these between us and 
the cariboo and moved up. It was still about 
150 yards to the cariboo when we got to the 
last spruce but Eddie dropped him in his 
tracks. We dressed and skinned him and went 
back for our packboards. 

We took our packs to the cabin to unload 
tjie packboarcU. We noticed that door was 
Chewed up pretty badly although the button- 
entetr on the outside still held and tlw door 
hadn't been opened. But there was a fresh 
hole under the bottom log so we figured porky 
had got in again. 

But we were unprepared for the quill con¬ 
vention we found inside. We got the ‘ take¬ 
down" .22 out of the pack and started shoot¬ 
ing. Wlten we got done we had six of them 
to drag away. I hadn't left any blankets or 
grub when I pulled out after beavei trapping 
In the spring but the dishes and gear were 
a!) In a filthy pile Just Hke last winter except 
that it wasn't frozen. 

Sheltering Spruce 

There was a big, sprangly. heavy-limbed 
•pruce at the edge of the slide In front of the 
cabin where we had camped while building 
what turned out to be a fwmipine den No 
rain ever got through that Hmb-apread. 

We left our blankets and supplies under 
the spruce. went arrow* the creek and brought 
back our meat. We made a drying frame with 
two long pole-- wired to stakes driven into the 
ground, the pole* parallel about two feet apart 
and three feet above the ground. We cut and 
peeled a lot of willow shoots and laid them 
•cron* the poles, lattice-like, about two inchea 
•pail a drying frame. 

We cut the meat Into thin slices and 
covered the frame, buit a fire under it and for 
the next .16 hour* didn't let it go out We had 


to keep the bluebottle blow flies away by 
putting green stuff on the fire to tpaJke a 
smoke, and took turns watching It. 

When not at the fire or catching a few 
winks of sleep we also took turns shoveling 
out the cabin -or the content* of it. We re¬ 
moved everything, Including stove, bunk and 
table. After scraping the ground down lo clean 
sand we packed water and doused the walls 
and sorubb.-<i them down with a brush broom. 
We scrubbed with sand all our cooking uten¬ 
sils and dishes and then boiled them. Then we 
put everything back In the cabin. 

When our meat was dry moat of it went 
Into a 50-pound flour sack which we hung from 
the ridge-log in the cabin. The rest we took 
with u*. The last thing before we left we dug 
a trench below each bottom log of the cabin’s 
wills, pul a small log in It and covered it with 
dirt. There waa about an Inch between our 
trench log and the bottom log of thr cabin. 
Porky Isn't much of a digger and we figured 
he'd quit when he stiuck that buried log. It 
worked; they never got in again. 

Top of the World 

Weil, we went on up to the top of the world, 
that part of the world anyway, the riivde be¬ 
tween Cariboo Creek and turtle River . We 
broke a lot of rock with nothing in it hut 
“traces." saw a big “expc*ure of noimal 
granite.” many million* of tons — maybe bil¬ 
lion*' of glacial Ice, innumerable porcupine* 
and one old billy goat, ate all our grub and ar¬ 
rived back at the third cabin In about 10 days. 


There were no porcupines in the cabin but 
It wasn’t for lack of trying. One was chew ing 
on the door and another big fellow was prom¬ 
enading importantly along the cabm wafts, irv 
sped Ing their defence*, no doubt. 

We camped under the spruce again cabin 
wax still damp- and that night and the next 
morning shot six mare porkiea to add to tha 
collection we had made on the way up 

One of the stock arguments for the preser¬ 
vation of the porcupine ia that he ia edible, 
that a man loat In the wood* can kill him with¬ 
out a gun. 

I'll concede that but so what* Will thta 
loat man without a gun have * knife, or axe, 
and match*** Without these, even supposing 
everyone knows how to uae them, without 
knife and matches I can't Imagine anyone eat- 
ing a porcupine I'd “admire." as th« 
southerner says, to hear an authentic instance 
where a lost person killed and ate a porcupine. 
Could be. I've been loat and I've eaten porcu¬ 
pines — not simultaneously — *o I suppna*- it 
might be. like holding the 29 hand in cribbage 
or pigs flying and such. But it ae-m* to me a 
far-fetched reason for petting pork> But then, 
of course. I'm prejudiced. I don’t like 'em — 
even cooked 

Porky-pig has a big liver and it tastes much 
Hke any other liver I know a prospector- 
trapper who used to kill them Just for tha 
liver In the summer when meat wouldn't keep 
and he didn't w-ant to kill a goat, deer or 
cariboo and waste moot of the meat. A liver 
a day gave him meat enough, he said.

The true definition of a Gurkha is: a man of one of the 
tribes which formed the Army of King Prithwi Narayan, King 
of Gorkha, who succeeded to the throne in 1742 at the age of 
twelve after the death of his father. King Marbhupal Shah, 
the ninth King of the House of Gorkha; and thus inherited his 
father’s ambitions to conquer the neighboring kingdoms, includ¬ 
ing the rich and fertile Valley of Nepal.

It ia a sure sign 
to him that one at Ns relatives is 
about to die. If he approaches the 
■erne before midday the relative is

ily. If. on leaving his house, a snake 
crosses right in front of him. he 
believes that one of his family will 
be bfougni nam with ssewiieaB. 

Gurkhas b c l teee that the moon 
ones Sanaa to anrth. bnught 1? pairs 
of shoes from a merchant, then ran 
away without paying the bill. The 
merchant is still chasing the mom 
■cnaa the heavens, and wtwa an 
eckpa* o c cur s H means that the 
merchant baa at tong last caught 
the offender. When this happens the 
whole village will turn out to watch, 
the merchants shouting ' Make an 
Hlart, brother. ’ other villagers 
banging trays and twisting dogs' 
ears trying to Crightea the muon. 

Tf a Gurkha dreams at a man 
In white clothes to him M hrnkk 
death.

They firmly believe that every¬ 
body has one poisonous fingernail, 
and this accounts tor the tact that 
only same scratches become septic, 
while others do not.

A Gurkha can have as many 
wive* as he likes, but lie can only 
go through the formal marriage 
ceremony once. A bride taken l>y 
formal ceremony is called 
•■lfihaite"; all other wives taken 
after the first are labelled "IJhaite ** 

Normally mont weddings take 
place between mid - January and 
mid-May. 

Before the actual ceremony takes 
place the local Brahman or priest, 
consults the horoscopes, selecting aa 
appropriate day. On the selected day 
of the wedding the b ridegra u m ia 
carried from Ns Home. A few hun¬ 
dred yards from the bride's house 
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they find the road blocked by two 
guns set up muatzle lo muzzle across 
Ihe road. The Brahman of the 
bndr s party arrives, sprinkling the 
bridegroom's lofkrWirg with rice and 
curds Within minutes the bride's 
whole part) arrives upon the scene. 
They then start bombarding the 
bridegmona s party with bananas, 
tv me marrow sometimes anything 
they can lay their hunds upon. The 
bridegroom s Brahman then asks 
toe quarter, telling the whole an- 
aemhlj that they in attacking <sae 
who is about lo become a relative. 
The tlirowlng and bombardment 
stops. 

I .ater after much singing, chant- 
in i- and prayers by one of the Brah¬ 
mans the bridegroom places red 
dye along the parting at Ns bride's 
hair to show that she ia now a mar¬ 
ried woman. After this ceremony is 
performed the best man steps for¬ 
ward drawing Ns deadly Kukri, or 
Gudcha's knife. With It be cuts lour 
poles of the jaglyi tree with deft 
blows, symbolizing the fate of any¬ 
one who dares to try to seduce the 
bride The wedding least and c*her 
ceremonies related to it go on foe 
a full three days. 

\ family's reputation can be 
made or broken according to the 
amount nf hod and drink supplied 
the gathered guests. Towaitls the 
end nf the ceremony guns are fired, 
and sometimes large amounts of 
explosives. It s quite normal for 
both U* bride's and the bride¬ 
groom's parties to hire bands from 
the Gaine or Damai tribes. 

Gurkhas can marry the widow 
of aa eider brother, but they can 
only do so when she is a ' Lihiiite.” 
a second or third wife. They must 
aot hatch even in passing, no mat¬ 
ter how slight ly. the clothe* of the 
wife of a younger brother. If this, 
d<»es occur it I* considered a sin. 
and both people involved must go 
through a strict form of purification 
ceremony. 

If a Gurkha couple want divorce 
they ha\e to put their case before 
tlw village elders Where proof is 
filed ihai the wife has been unfaith¬ 
ful. she is not fined. If a couple 
just cannot get on no matter how 
hard they have tried, the standard 
R*. 10 is the husband's fine, the 

wife's Rs BO. 

A Gurkha divorce ceremony is 
very simple. The bus bond and wife 
In turn each break a twig. A thread 
la tied to the little finger of man 
and wife, then an elder cuts the 
thread and the divorce ia complete 
and final. 

In a proven case of seduction di¬ 


vorce Is automatic. It uaed to be 
guile common practice m the NUa 
of Nepal for the wronged husband 
to hunt down the seducer at Ns wile, 
cutting him down with his Kukri. 
This practice has been outlawed. 
but it still happens occasionally in 
the remoter parts of Ihe Nil country 

A widower is permitted to marry 
again, but not a widow; but she of 
course is free and ran join another 
man's household if she so wishes. 
A Gurkha who loses more than one 
wife thro u gh death is catted a 
"SwannI Khane.” or to put it mildly, 
a wile eater. Needle** to say he 
will find it quite hard to find other 
wives to Jain bis household. 

Many Gurkha tribe* will nut call 
In the Brahman to perform death 
duties. But the Magars, ana at the 
eight Uue tribes, will. 

Just balore their relative is about 
to die they make what they term a 
san-powi. San-punl consists of a 
bowl of sea water prt lerabfy. or tf 
they have none oidinary water is 
used. Into tNs water they place a 
tuW plant, at interval dipping vari¬ 
ous ornaments of solid gold. They 
will n ever allow a sick Gurkha to 
die on Ns bed. but place him nearby 
on some ground that has been plas¬ 
tered aver. At the very last moment 
they place the aan-pani to his Hpa. 
■Mirmuring all the names of his 
relatives. The eldest son discards 
N* headgear, the other mtsimer* 
taking off their shoes. They then sit 
out the whole night gathered about 
the body. 

In the morning ihe liady is wash¬ 
ed in san-pani, clothed in its Sunday 
beat, complete with ribbona, a white 
sheet being draped across it. The 
tunerai pcocessmn is then formed. 
This ia led by a male relative carry¬ 
ing a forked twig lo wlikh a white 
rag lias been tied It ha* been said, 
and with a great element of truth, 
that thi« is the only time that the 
tough litlie Gurkha will siiow the 
white flag 

The Itody is burned on a funer.il 
pyre The eldest son at the house¬ 
hold is the first to light the pyre, 
touching each of the lour corners 
with N* torch. Only then can tlie 
other relatives add their torches. 

The returning procession has to 
return to the deceased man’s home 
by way of a crossroads. Wlien the 
crossroads are to sight one man will 
run ahead rutting a thorn with hia 
Kukri, ami placing ft under a stone 
in the centre of the crossroads. 

As those in the procession come 
across Ihe stone they will step on 
it with I heir left loot. They then go 
to a nearby river and wash, the 
eldest son of tlie deceased having 
all the hair of Ns head and face 
shaved oil. 

The ghost of a dead Gurkbs is 
supposed to haunt Ns household sod 
the immediate area lot a total at 
13 days after death. During these 
haunting days the eldest son and a 
friend stay around Ihe house con¬ 
cerned. The son is only permitted 
one midday meal a day during this 
ceremony TNs meal he will divide 
into i wo equal ponlons. one wrapped 
in a leaf he will place in the centre 
of the courtyard. The duty of the 
friend is to keep all living people 
and creature away from the house¬ 
hold for the whole period of 13 days. 

No Gurkha ever makes a will, 
a* we know them, because of the 
Gurkha law of inheritance. A Gurkha 
wiH iniorm hi* heir or heir* by word 
at mouth, usually In front of the 
village elder*, then the matter is 
considered legally settled.

If a Gurkha ha* no heir he will 
adopt une. A deceased Gurkha's wife 
has the right to stay on In the fam¬ 
ily home, unless of course she de¬ 
cides to join another man's house¬ 
hold. All unmarried daughters be- 
c o m e the responsibility of the 
brothers. 

The Dasher*, or soldiers' festival. 
In honor of Durga Ihe goddes of 
war, is the most important (estival 
of the year to tlie Gurkha. It takes 
place at the time of the new moon 
between September and October, 
which they call Asauj. and lasts lor 
about 10 days in all. EXinng the 
festival a Brahman will bless ail 
w-euponx. especially the Kukri. 

The Gurkha has a very strong 
belief in witches, demons and as¬ 
sorted evil spirits. His mythology is 
full of these dragons and demons. 
They call a wizard "bokso" and a 
witch ' boksi '* It has been known 
for Gurkhas to beat someone to 
death because they were suspected 
of witchcraft. Exorcising is still 
practised in the Nils of Nepal. 

A Gurkha believes that when a 
man is bewitched, an evil spirit 
possessing his body, he will fall to 
the ground unconscious If this hap¬ 
pens five other Gurkhas must hold 
him down grasping Ns thumbs, Ng 
toe* and Ns headgear. Chillis are 
put into Ns nose and mouth, a 
heated piece ot metal placed against 
hi* skin. The heated metal they 
elaim will burn the witch and not 
the suffering Gurkha. 

A further belief of theirs la that 
witches sometimes cast spells an the 
very young at m village. At such 
times an exorcist ' is brought In, 
He or she will then go up into the 
Nila, selecting « spot, then scatter 
rice on the ground. They leave a 
young hen at the selected spot In 
the bills. Tlie hen will be carried off 
by the evil spirit that has left the 
child * body, and later will appear 
a* yet another common jackal of 
the hill*.

Mincemeat is ahout the easiest thing to make 
. . . Just put all the ingredient* in a good sized 
kettle, stir to mix and simmer over low heat 
lor about 20 minutes. Seal In sterilized Jans while 
hot. I like to leave room in each Jar for a table¬ 
spoon or two of rum or brandy. Don't mix it In. 
it is quite capable of permeating down through 
the mincemeat. It will have performed its 
service by the time you open the jar. 

To a<ld a little flair to your mince tail*, do 
this; Before placing the top pastry on the tarts, 
prt-aa a whole glace or mainsoiuno cherry Into 
the centre of the mincemeat. It la a nice surprise 
to bite into a cherry'. 

By the way, mince pies or tarts can be made 
any time now. and frozen. 

Who can Imagine Christmas without plum 
pudding? I always make one or two but because 
they are so rich we always enjoy outs more the 
day after Christmas when we are not full of 
turkey and mashed potatoes. 1 always soak the 
fruit for my pudding in sherry or light rum (or 
Vn whatever liquid you use to ml* the puiVditig) 
overnight. This soaking plumps and flavors the 
fruit. Be sure you have a saucepan large 
enough to'hold the pudding mold comfortably. A 


folded newspaper placed under it w.U prevent 
the mold from moving around while cooking. 
Fill bowl or bowls three-quarters lull and cover 
with foil or parchment, tie down securely. The 
water level in the saucepan idiould be consider¬ 
ably lower than the level of the pudding. If you 
b«ve to add water, be sure tha* it la boiling. 
Simmering at a low heat gives a lighter pudding. 
Now for the recipe. . . . 


several thlcknesaes of newspaper in same kettle 
with enough boiling water to come halfway up 
on the mold. Steam additional two hours. 

Carrot pudding is a modern Christina* pud¬ 
ding . . . light, digestible and Inexpensive.

Chitons Familiar to Beach Hunters 


As Coat-of-Mail 

Almost all under-rock exploration* at lorn tide will yield one or 
tiro chiton t, or c.out-of-mail shells a* they are sometime t called. Though 
outwardly appearing radically different from the more familiar seashHls , 
chitont repretent one of the more primitive Hasses of moUus< . 



The name ooat-of-mail is very descrip¬ 
tive of che appearance of this shell. Tlte 
flattened animal is covered by eight 
articulated plate* set Hke shingles in a 
roof. The forward end of each plate, ex¬ 
cept the first, has two projections that fit 
under the back of the plate in front. These 
plates protect the soft body and large 
clinging foot, by which the chiton sticks 
itself tightly to rocks —bo tightly, that 
often a knife is needed to pry it off. The 
eight plates are surrounded by a ribbon 
of tough skin, called the girdle. In most 
species of chiton the girdle just forms a 
narrow margin, but in some it partially 
covers the plates and in one species the 
girdle covers the entire upper surface the 
plates being Internal. 

When removed from Its protecting rock, 
the chiton will slowly curl up into a bail, pro¬ 
tecting its soft underparts, rather like an ar¬ 
madillo or woodkxme Chitons are enkiriy * 
vegetarian, living a* do limpets by scraping 
oil algae from rocks and weeds 

Mi ad chitons are nocturnal, hiding under 
rocks during the day. All are inactive dunpg 
low tide. Some specie* seem to have a par- 
twwi.ii "home" spot to which they return after 
the day a (or rather night’s) feeding. 

We ate very fortunate here on the Pacific 
Coasi with regard to chitons. Both In numbci-. 
and in size we cart equal any place in die 
world One of the best k>catauru>. is around 
Victoria. Here chitons that. let u* say on the 
Island's wettt ooaet are alway* submerged, 
can be picked up at any reasonably losv tide 

One of the most easily seen, because n does 
not mind sunlight and is found or the upper 
surf,ice of large rocks, fe the back katty chi ion 
Katliartna tanieala. One to two mches long 
“katty" ia pitch black in Color, leathery in ap¬ 
pearance The girdle has aknow completely 
enveloped the dorsal plates, so that only a nar¬ 
row band ia exposed. 


If other type* are hunted you will have to 
look In protected nooks and crannte* and un¬ 
der rock* inot forgetting to return die rucks 
to their original position'i. The under rock 
chitons are amalier, but 0»e> make up in oukir 
what they lack in size. 

On exceptionally low tides you might And 
the giant Pacific chiton, fryphs-hilon stelleri. 
1,'p to 12 Inches long and 5 inche* wide the 
plates are entirely covered by a leathery 
girdle bearing many brwk red tuft* The 
animal generally bears a thick coat or silt and 
algae, giving it a dingy brown color, but when 
washed in the s«a. the red coloring appeals. 

When removed from Ita rock, the giant 
chiton slowly rolls up tight, so tlwt it ends up 
looking like a soli ball' 

It in said that Indians used to eat giant 
chitons raw. They have such s strong, fishy 
odor and appear so tough, that then apprecia¬ 
tion must be the child of a cultivated tasle, or 
simple necessity. 


Incidentally, this chiton has the moat beau¬ 
tiful thin, white plates with rounded projec¬ 
tions Sometimes the shells are found washed 
up on tlic beach and are called ' "butter Ijr 
shells" because of the si tape. 

The beet way to obtain the nhells Is to soak 
the entire animal for several day s in very 
strong bleach. 

Chitons make an interesting collection that 
can be stored either in rubbing alcohol or dry. 
In any case they wlU have to be prevented 
from curling up. This is be-* achieved by 
placing the animat on a small piece of board 
as anon as It is drtaeinsi from its rock and 
tying it down widi a baivlage. Place in fresh 
water for eevmU hours, tlen into alcohol, or 
ho a warm spot to dry. 

Some collectors prefer to have the shells 
only. They are best removed by soaking the 
whole animal in bleach, as with the giant 
chiton. The ikied shells are either left separate 
or glued together ss In life

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Capt. Harry Kingsley, RCN (Ret.) Recalls a Crisis 
That Took Canadians Into a Far East War 
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When North Korean Communist troops swarm ^ across the 38th parallel to invade the southern half 
of their divided country, Canada's naval contribution towards the peace-keeping forces then hurriedly as¬ 
sembled consisted of three of her destroyers, the Cayuga , Athabaskan and Sioux, and they sailed from EsquimaU 
within 10 days of the invasion. 
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Proceeding by way of Pear! 
Harbor, they had orders to 
place themselves under the 
orders of the Supreme UN 
Commander, and they arrived 
at the United Nations base 
at Sasebo, on the island of 
Kyushu, Japan, on July 31, 
1950.

These ships carried out blockade 
and escort work from the time of 
their arrival In Astatic waters until 
the landings at Inchon were under¬ 
taken. Then, when the Chinese 
armies began their massive support 
of the enemy, and the tide of battle 
turned southwards once mure, nur 
ships supported the latter with¬ 
drawal. 

Fresh ships arrived to relieve the 
original three, and they assumed 
various tasks in support of the action 
on land. However, throughout the 
length of the Korean affair there 
never was any hint of naval action 
as such, far neither North Korea nor 
Communist China possessed a navy 
of its own. and the huge Russian 
submarine fleet, In nearby Vladi¬ 
vostok, remained idle throughout. 
Nevertheless, simply by being there 
they provided an overwhelming 
threat to the U H. suoply route. It 
was thus unavoidable that our shipa 
were relegated to a supporting role 
- as were all naval units- but such 
a rale was not without its import¬ 
ance in the overall scheme. They 
helped to maintain the sea blockade 
of the northern coastline, mounted 
defence for friendly offshore islands, 
brought aid to the sick and needy in 
Isolated villages, provided escorts 
for carriers and convoys and bom¬ 
barded targets along lioth coasts. 

HMCS Nootka arrived in June of 
MSI. and Sioux set her course for 
home. Huron relieved Cayuga in 
April, and then Sioux returned » let 
Athabaskan return to Canada. 

The «k*stroverx often supported 
harassing raids on enemy-held terri¬ 
tory, when smaller units, of the 
ROK. i Republic of Korea I Navy 
made the actual landings m com- 
marvln-style operation*. This was 
very often done to protect a friendly 
island from an unfriendly force on 
the nearby mainland. 

In the fall of 1931 Athabaskan re¬ 
turned for a second tour of duty and 
Huron went home. The three origi¬ 
nals were Kirk together ooee mare. 

Although it is not the usual con¬ 
vention of the climate in the vicinity 
of Japan, the weather in these parts 
can be cold, bitter and stormy in 


winter, and the conditions for our 
ship* were in many ways similar to 
those that existed In the North At¬ 
lantic during the Second World War. 

Early in 1952 Nootka arrived to , 
replace Sioux, and in June both 
Iroquois and Crusader came to Jap¬ 
anese waters to relieve Cayuga and 
Athabaskan. 

In this period of duty Nootka ex¬ 
perienced one of the most active 
patrols of the war so far as our 
ships were concerned. In 18 days she 
came under fire seven times, while 
bombarding or in support duties, and 
slie carried out a daring night res¬ 
cue of a foundered ROK patrol boat. 

During a September patrol Iro¬ 
quois directed a successful attack tn 
the lower approaches to Taeju. 
Three companies of South Korean 
troops made the beach assault, the 
object of which was to inflict casual- 
tie* and take prisoners. 

On Sept. 29 Iroquois proceeded to 
the Songjin area to relieve HMS 
Charity in the east coast task unit, 
and after a few days she joined 
USS March (destroyer I to provide 
counter-battery support on Oct. 2. 
The American ship had been fired 
upon during the forenoon whilst 
making the same run, and Kid asked 
for a second naval ship to accom¬ 
pany her in the next patrol. 

The day’s duty was completed, and 
both ship* had altered to seaward, 
when an enemy battery, that had 
remained silent up to now, suddenly 
opened fire on the Canadian ship. 


After a few salvoes they were lucky 
enough to obtain a hit on B gun 
deck that killed one officer and one 
seaman outright, and critically 
wounded another man who died 
later in sick bay. Others received 
minor injuries. Iroquois at once 
turned away under a smokp screen, 
all guns but B turret's still firing. 
She was fortunate not to have re¬ 
ceived more serious damage fur the 
enemy's salvoes kept uncomfortably 
close for several minutes. 

The medical officer and Ws assist¬ 
ants treated the wounded, and the 
damage control party checked that 


the ship's fighting efficiency was 
unimpaired. Casualties were then 
transferred to a supply ship during 
the night and Iroquois returned next 
morning to blast the are* into smok¬ 
ing rubble. On ttaa occasion there 
was no sign of ene m y activity. 

Several days after tMa action 
Crusader turned up to relieve Iro¬ 
quois, and the latter returned to 
Sasebo base, where repairs were 
effected. Her relief remained for 
about two weeks, and during this 
time she was lucky enough to smash 
an enemy train that was seen on a 
line near the shore. Crusader even¬ 
tually had a score of more than four 
such supply trams to hei credit, 
which Is claimed to be some sort of 
record for the "Train Busters' 
Club.” 

In November the famous Haida 
came an the scene to take over tram 
a sister Tribal, the Nootka. and on 
her second patrol managed to score 
hits on another train. On Coronation 
Day she added two more to her bag. 

Iroquois and Huron next replaced 
Haida and Crusader whilst Atha- 
l task an, the old faithful of the UN 
fleet, excelled herself on the follow¬ 
ing Dominion Day by blowing up an 
ammunition supply train. 

On July 27 of 1953 the armistice 
came into effect and naval units re¬ 
sorted to, "standby" duties. HMCS 
Sioux, the last Canadian ship to 
leave the area, arrived back in Es- 
quimatt on June 24. 1955

Genius has ns many sides as there are observers to he attracted to it and 
marvel at it. The man with a score of biographers has a com ides; character with 
a score of faerts. Therefore, while we acknowledge Pwusso's genius , this biog¬ 
raphical team cannot be supposed to exhaust the Picasso story. Just the same a 
most remarkable account is unfobled here — remarkable when you approve , no 


less so when you object. 

The body of the biography 
Is told by Mme. Gilot in the 
first person. For about 10 years 
she knew Picasso, most of that 
time she lived with him, and 
two of her three children are 
his—a cute pair, too. with an 
attractive mother, according to 
the photos. Twenty-one years 
old estranged from her family, 
she was dining with friends 
when Picasso approached to 
say hello. They recoghi/ed 
him, and he saw only pretty 
girls. He invited them to his 
studio—come up and see my 
etchings, in effect. 

He was separ-itod twit not di¬ 
vorced ' from Olgi. The mistress 
Francois** displaced w ns IVira Maar; 
shx hcr-elf would b? followed by 
Jacqueline Roque. The list is not

He 
ha* become a zealous anti fearless 
advocate ot poly gamy He believes 
it to be alhiwahle for a man to 
take more than one wife, and he 
considers it an mfnng**ment of his 
right* as a British subject to in 
terefei in he* domestic arrange 
ments in ttie way of limning tie* 
number of helpmeets. He Is stall 


he contemplates matrimony : Mr. 
Stenhouse is. at any rate, no hypo¬ 
crite.” 

_ It si-emed Mr. Stenhouse might 

get his way. until Senator William 
Jotui Macdonald of Armadale 
started to huff and puff in out¬ 
raged indignation, and The Col¬ 
onist took up the civ "The 
worthy Senator i* bound there 
sliall be no Mormon difficulties in 
Canada. He has undertaken to 
nip the evil of polygamy in the 
bud. Theie will not be. if he nan 
help it, any atate of Utah in Can¬ 
ada. He has Introduced a bill tn 
the Senate that gives pilygamy no 
quarter.

That appears to be that as far 
as Brother Stenhouse was con 
cirnned. He fades right away, and 
search as I may.

Bui not so Mr. Humphrey. 
Flushed with victory he returned 
to Victoria, wheie he lived, any 
way. and got himself launched 
into a red hot election campaign 
then going on here. 

lie rose upon the hustings In 
Philliarn.onic Hall one fine night 
and spoke hia ph-ce this way. "It 
was a fact that there was no paid 
of Canada or Great Britain where 
unprincipled scoundrels had se¬ 
cured by corrupt means ao great 
amounts of land as in this prov¬ 
ince.
